11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In regard to the aruqment that Salmon (5,406,303) does not disclose or suggest printing the dial or printed circuit directly on the 
front and back surfaces of the material of the light source, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the claimed invention was made to print the dial and the circuit directly on the light source material, since it has been held by the 
courts that patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-bv-process claim 
is disclosed, or suggested, by the Prior Art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different 
process. In re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1 985). Furthermore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to make the dial, the cirucit. and the light source material one piece, since it has been 
held that forming in one piece a structure which has formerly been formed in two, or more pieces, involves only routine skill in the 
art. In re Larson, 144 USPQ 347, 349 (CCPA 1965). .
